Prior the examination add the following additional claims. 

IN THE CLAIMS 

-23. A method of treating a human patent suffering from B cell lymphoma 
comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of a non-radiolabeled chimeric 
anti-CD20 antibody, wherein said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody when administered by itself 
at a dosage of 0.4 mg/kg body weight results in nearly complete B cell depletion within about 
24 hours post treatment infusion of said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody. 

24. A method of inducing B cell depletion in a patient in need of such depletion 
comprising administering a B cell depleting effective amount of a non-radiblabeled chimeric 
anti-CD20 antibody, wherein said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody wherein administered by 
itself at a dosage of 0.4 mg/kg body weight results in merely complete B cell depletion within 
about 24 hour post treatment infusion of said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody. 

25. The method of claim 1 1 wherein said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody contains 
the variable heavy sequence corresponding to SEQ ID NO: 11. 

26. The method of claim 1 1 wherein said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody contains 
the variable light sequence corresponding to SEQ ED NO: 7. 

27. The method of claim 16 wherein said chimeric anti-CD20 antibody contains 
the variable heavy sequence corresponding to SEQ ID NO: 1 1 .
